appeals will be brought for any outstanding values of this company, specifically referencing the 2010 and 2012 
values. The parties request that the Board enter an Order approving the stipulation to reduce the actual value and 
assessed value assigned to this property for tax year 2011 to the values shown above. 

3. 	 The parties agree to ask the Board to dismiss this case based on this stipulation. Each party will bear its own 
costs in connection with this appeal. 

4. 	 The parties agree that a facsimile, photocopy. or electronic copy of this stipulation shall be as effective as the 
original.
